The laſt Poſt broughe 
me an Account from Smallworth, Wiltſhire, That 
there were actually two Cenſors choſen for the ſame 
Pariſh, who, upon all Occaſions, unavoidably claſh 
and interfere with each other. At Bribewell in 
Hampſhire, very indirect Practices have been made 
uſe of, and a Perſon elected that had not liv'd two 
Days in the Place, A bad Effect this of a moſt uſeful 
Inſtitution! If Church-wardens and Sides men = 
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thus open to Corruption, where is Juſtice and Inte- 
grity to be found ? The Love of Power is without 
doubt very natural to us all, and there are man 

Temptations in the Office of a. Cenſor to juſtify the 
Deſire of attaĩning to it: But to purſue this Ambition 
through unwarrantable Means, is, in my opinion, 
no leſs abſurd than criminal, becauſe it defeats the 
very Purpoſe we bave in view, and at once diſqua- 
lifes us for the Employment we affect. It is a Vio- 
lence to my Nature to act any thing that is rigid and 
ſevere; but I very much queſtion whether I ſhall not 
be ſhortly obliged to do exemplary Juſtice on the 
aforementioned account.

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noble Deſcent. Many Failures I find chargeable on 
the former, but they are not ſo numerous, nor of fo 
zgerous a Nature, as thofe which reſult from the 
latter, being anly ſuch Tendencies of the Mind, as, 
by early Care and proper Application, might have 
been cultivated and improved into. uſeful and gene- 
rous Qualifications. It is therefore of the laſt Im- 
portance, as well to the future Happineſs of our 
young Nobility, as to that of a Nation in great 
Meaſure depending on them, that their Genius ſhould 
be nicely obſerved, their Capacity improved, and a 
right Turn given to their Underſtanding. To effect 
this, I have ſometimes had it in my Head to write a 
Treatiſe with Directions to Tutors or Governors in 
the Diſcharge of ſo weighty an Employment; but 
being credibly informed that they were a ſort of 
People who had little Opinion of any Body's Wit 
dom but their own, I was diſcouraged from that Un- 
gercaking, and obliged to purſue other Meaſures. 
Rave within this Twelvemonth made a Coffee-Houſe 
Acquaintance with as many of them as I could, and 
now and then over a Diſn of Tea, inquired into the 
Schemes and Methods they have laid down for the 
Management of their Pupils. The firſt I happened 
—_ is a grave, ſober, and diſcreet Perſon, turned 
fifty, his Countenance ſomewhat formidable, and 

his Converſation extremely rigid and fevere, He 
has by ſome means. or other ſeen tbe: Outſides of 
molt of the Courts in Europe, and got a ſmattering 
in the-Languages ; but having no taſte of polite 
Learning, nor any inſight into human Natnre, he is

Such is the love of Tyranny in mean and narrow

Another of them ſets up for a ſine Gentleman, and 
is a Pedant in taking pains to be otherwiſe. He has | 
a Notion that Letters are but a poor Accompliſnhment | 
for a Man of Quality, that a good Air, and being 
furiouſly of a Party, are ſufficient DiſtinQions for | 
one that is born to many others; and - therefore in- 
dulges the Youth. under his Care in an immoderate 
love of Dogs, Horſes, Plays, Gallantry, and all 
manner of, Entertainments. At leiſure Hours he 
flalters him with an Opinion of his Superiority to the 
common Level of Mankind, and ſtrictly cautions him 
againſt entertaining ibe leaſt Regard for the Scum 
and Dregs of the People. What a Patriat, Hero, 
and Counſellor, may we hope for from ſo extraor- 
dinary an Education! A third, whom I ſuffer indeed 
to viſit me now and then, ſeems to have a better 
Senſe of his Duty in this Station than either of: the 
others, Knowing that I am a great Lover of Chil- 
dren, he one Day brought his Pupil, who is very 
joung, to my Lodgings. He had long promiſed - 
im, 1 found, that he would carry him to wait upon 
Mr. Bickerflaff ; and I do not remember, that 1 wa 
ever ſo well pleaſed with being pointed at in Publick, 
as I was with the particular Survey this little Boy took 
of me. After this Curiofity was pretty well over, 
he ſeemed willing to enter into Converſation, in 
which he acquitted himſelf with the utmoſt good 
Manners, and a manly Turn of Wit very diſpropor- 
tioned to his Years.

a raging Fever. I had ſome ſort of knowledge of 
him when I was employ'd in the Revenue, becauſe 
he uſed every Lear to preſent me with his Almanack, 
as be did other Gentlemen, upon the ſcore of ſome 
little Gratuity we gave him. I ſaw him accidentally 
once or twice about ten days before he died, and 
obſe rved he began very much to droop and languiſh, 
tho I hear his Friends did not ſeem to apprehend 
him in any danger. About two or three days ago 
he grew ill, was confin'd firſt to his Chamber, and in 
a few hours after to his Bed, where Dr. Caſe and 
Mrs. Kirleus were ſent for to viſit and to preſcribe 
to him.

have very good 1 Maci Mr, Bickerſtaff ſpoke 
altogether by gueſs, and knew no more what will 
happen this Year than I did myſelf. I told him his 
Diſcourſe ſurpriz'd me, and I would be glad he were 
in a State of Health to be able to tell me what rea- 
ſon he had to be convinced of Mr. Bickerſtaff s Ig- 
norance, He reply'd, I am a poor ignorant Fellow, 
bred to a mean Trade, yet I have Senſe enough to 
know, that all Pretences of foretelling by Aſtrol 
are Deceits, for this manifeſt Reaſon, W . 4 
Wiſe and the Learned, who can only know whe- 
ther there be any truth in this Science, do all unani- 
mouſly agree to laugh at and deſpiſe it; and none 
but the poor ignorant Vulgar give it any Credit, and 
that only upon the word of ſuch filly Wretches as I 
and my Fellows, who can hardly write or read. I 
then ask'd him why he had not calculated his own Na-- 
tivity, to ſee whether it agreed with Mr. Biekerſtaff s 
Prediction?
